Office Action Summary

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DETAILED ACTION 
Preliminary Remarks 

1 . This Office action has been prepared in response to the amendment and arguments filed 
by applicant on July 29, 2002 (Paper N- 15), in response to the prior Office action. 

2. The amendment of claims 42, 44, 47, and 50 is hereby acknowledged. 

Election/Restriction 

3. This application contains claims 1-41 and 52-97 drawn to inventions nonelected with 
traverse in Paper N- 1 1 . A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancellation of 
nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1.144) See MPEP § 821.01. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. 

Therefore: the graphical user interface to help customers select music selections for 
recording; the graphical user interface that identifies music selections by artist, title, and 
category; and, the graphical user interface that prompts the customer to insert a recording 
medium into the user station, must all be shown or the feature(s) cancelled from the claim(s). 
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Any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawings. MPEP § 608.02(d). 

5. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. No new matter should be entered. 

Specification 

6. The very lengthy specification has not been checked to the full extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in 
correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication 
in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use 
or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appHcation for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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8. Claims 42-43, 45, and 47-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Schulhofet al. (US 5,557,541). 

9. Claims 42-47 and 49-51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Allen (US 5,418,713). 

Response to Arguments 

10. Applicant's arguments filed July 29, 2002 have been fiiUy considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

1 1 . Regarding the arguments concerning illustration of the graphical user interface(s) in the 
drawings, any structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawings. MPEP § 608.02(d). In this case, the particular detailed features 
being claimed, various particular screens/pages, must all be shown. 

12. Regarding the argument that the references applied in the prior art rejections fail to use 
the same names for certain elements as the names used by applicant (i.e., "blanket transmitting"), 
the argument is irrelevant, as it is noted that the disclosure in a reference must show the claimed 
elements arranged in the same manner as in the claims, but need not be in the identical words as 
used in the claims in order to be anticipatory. See In re Bond, 15 USPQ2d 1566 (Fed. Cir. 1990). 
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Conclusion 



13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to the disclosure.
